The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The following reference 
appears to be the closest art to the claimed invention. Foster et al (WO 96/33273) teach a 
conjugate containing a targeting moiety and a modified clostridial neurotoxin such as LHn, 
where the target moiety can be a cell-binding molecule such as lectins. However, Foster et al do 
not disclose or suggest the use of a specific lectin such as galactose-binding or N- 
acetylgalactosamine-binding lectin in the conjugate. Therefore, the claims are allowable over the 
art of record.
